REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are pending in this application and presented for examination. 
Applicants hereby elect Group I, drawn to a compound of formula I, with traverse. Claims 1, 2, 
7- 1 2 are readable thereon. 

As to the species election, Applicants hereby elect the compound of Claim 12, set 

forth below: 
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Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement. Applicants submit 
that the restriction requirement is improper. Under M.P.E.P. § 803, restriction is proper only 
when two criteria are met: (A) The inventions must be independent; and (B) there must be a 
serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is required. Without addressing the first issue, it is 
obvious that there is no serious burden on the Examiner. Applicants have submitted the 
International Search Report which evidences unity of invention. Thus, the subject matter of the 
instant application has already been searched. Therefore, no serious burden exists for the 
Examiner.
